Town  Meeting  Warrant

Essex  ss.  To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Middleton,  in  the  County  of  Essex  : 

GREETING : 

In  the  name  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  in- 
habitants of  said  Town,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday,  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  then  and  there  to  act  on 
the  following  articles : 

ARTICLE  1.  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  tojappoint  such  other  Town  Officers  as  are  required  to  be  chosen  annually. 
ARTICLE    2.  ,  To  hear  and  act  on  Committee  Reports. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board  re- 
garding school  facilities. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1, 
1949,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  such  note  or  notes  as  may 
be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  of  the  General  Laws. 

ARTICLE    5.    To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  defray  the  Town  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  Chapter  90 
Highway  construction  on  Essex  Street :  said  funds  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  which  may 
be  alloted  by  the  State  and  County  for  this  purpose. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  Chapter  90  Main- 
tenance said  funds  to  be  used  with  any  money  which  may  be  alloted  by  the  State  for  this  purpose.  ^ 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,800.00  for  Chapter  Si- 
Highway  work ;  such  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  allotted  by  the  State  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $492.80  for  deficit  in  the 
Police  Department  expenses  for  the  year  1948,  as  follows :  rental  of  automobile  $452.80,  storage  and  tow- 
ing $40.00 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  amount  of  $495.76  from  the  Dog  Tax  Account  to 
the  Library  Fund. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  use  such  free  cash  in  the  Treasury 
as  they,  in  their  best  judgment,  feel  is  warranted,  and  is  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation,  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  12.  On  petition  of  the  Highway  Surveyor,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salary  of  the 
Highway  Surveyor  by  the  sum  of  $14.00  per  week  during  the  fiscal  year  because  of  increased  cost  of  living. 
This  additional  amount  to  be  paid  from  available  Highway  Funds. 

ARTICLE  13.  On  petition  of  the  Highway  Surveyor,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  four  (4)  regular 
laborer's  of  the  Highway  Department  the  sum  $1.10  per -hour. 

ARTICLE  14.  On  petition  of  James  W.  Peart  and  twenty-four  others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $892.60  from  available  fOnds  to  extend  the  street  lights  on  Forest  Street  from  Lake  Street 
to  the  North  Reading  line,  as  voted  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  1948. 

ARTICLE  15.  On  petition  of  Guy  E.  Evans  and  nineteen  (19)  others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  an 
amount  of  money  to  purchase  land  along  Forest  Street  near  the  North  Reading  line  to  be  used  as  a  play- 
ground for  children. 

ARTICLE  IG.  On  petition  of  Lillian  M.  Dow  and  nineteen  (19)  others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  improve, 
gravel  and  widen,  Locust  Street  from  East  Street  to  the  Danvers  line,  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00 
for  the  same. 

ARTICLE  17.  On  petition  of  Lena  C.  Fox  and  fifteen  (15)  others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  remove  one  side  of  the  stone  abutment  of  the  old  railroad  track  and  gravel  in  the  low  area 
on  Oak  Road. 

ARTICLE  18.  On  petition  of  Elmer  L.  Mclntire  and  twenty  (20)  others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,505.90  for  road  work  on  Riverview  Drive;  to  consist  of  ledge  and  loam  removal  and  gravel  filll. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if"  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  action  taken  under  ARTICLE  21  of  the  Annua 
Town  Meeting  of  March  1946,  appropriating  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  a  Veterans'  Homecoming  Celebration. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  Old  School  Build- 
ing alterations  fund.  Such  money  to  be  used  as  provided  in  ARTICLE  10  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
of  May  6,  1947. 

ARTICLE  21.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  that  the  Collector  of  Taxes  shall  collect  under  the  title 

of  Town  Collector,  all  accounts  due  the  Town. 
ARTICLE    22.    To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  five  (5)  members  consisting  of  one  each 

from  the   Board  of  Selectmen,  School  Committee,  Planning  Board,  Finance  Committee  and  Parent-Teacher 

Association  to  consult  and  work  with  other  towns  regarding  construction  and  operation  of  a  Regional  High 

School. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take  on  the  proposed  Town  By-Laws  as  submitted  ac- 
cording to  law,  by  the  Planning  Board. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  wishes  to  take  on  the  proposed  Town  Zoning  Laws  as  submitted 
according  to  law,  by  the  Planning  Board. 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  lawfully  come  before  this  meeting. 

You  are  hereby  ordered  to  notify  and  warn  said  qualified  voters  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  on  Monday, 
March  21,  next  for  the  following  purposes,  viz:  To  choose  by  ballot  the  following  Town  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year :

Assessor  for  three  years,  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years,  one  member  for  two  years. 
Highway  Surveyor,  Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  Constable,  Superintendent  of  Burials,  one  Electric  Light  Com- 
missioner for  three  years,  two  Trustees  of  the  Flint  Public  Library  for  three  years,  one  member  for  two  years, 
one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three  years,  Custodian  of  the  Town  Hall,  one  member  for  the  Planning  Board 
for  five  years, 

The  polls  will  be  open  at  6  :00  A.  M.  and  shall  be  closed  at  6  :00  P.  M.

During  the  year  1948,  Flint  Public  Library  has  been  open  on 
Tuesdays  7  to  9  P.  M.,  and  Saturdays  3  to  5  and  7  to  9  P.  M.  The 
circulation  of  books  dropped  during  the  first  part  of  the  year  as  the 
severe  snowstorms  made  traveling  difficult  for  those  living  a  long 
distance  from  the  library.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


To  Citizens  of  Middleton: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  submit  for  your  approval  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending-  December  31st,  1948. 

Meetings  have  been  held  each  Tuesday  evening  in  the  Town 
Hall,  the  board  meeting  at  8:00  p.m.  with  the  handling  of  all 
routine  business  every  week. 

During  the  past  year  it  was  necessary  for  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  conduct  two  public  hearings,  one  in  which  a  piggery 
off  Beattle  Road  was  denied  a  permit,  and  one  in  an  effort  to 
alleviate  complaints  of  citizens  regarding  nuisances  created  by 
gravel  pit  operations.  In  the  latter  case,  due  to  the  more  than 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  to  the  road  surfaces,  as  provided  by  General 
Laws,  we  deemed  it  necessary  to  close  for  the  winter  and  spring 
season,  without  a  permit,  travel  by  trucks  of  over  10,000  pounds 
on  River  Street,  Gregory  Street  and  Kenney  Road. 

As  provided  by  General  Laws,  the  Board  elected  John  Hoctor 
as  Highway  Surveyor  to  finish  the  unexpired  term  of  John  H.  Ross, 
who  resigned. 

As  provided  by  General  Laws,  the  Board  met  in  joint  session 
with  the  Assessors  and  elected  Ernest  LeBeau  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  the  Board  of  Assessors  caused  by  death,  of  Archibald  Jones. 

As  provided  by  General  Laws,  the  Board  met  in  joint  session 
with  the  Library  Trustees  and  elected  Carl  Jones  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  Library  Trustees  caused  by  the  the  death  of  Archi- 
bald Jones. 

As  provided  by  General  Laws,  the  Board  met  in  joint  session 
with  the  Public  Welfare  Board  and  elected  Clarence  Osgood,  Jr., 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Leslie  Merryfield. 

In  joint  session  with  the  Old  School  Commission  it  was  deemed 
necessary  to  appoint  a  custodian  of  heating  system  at  the  old 
school  building,  which  is  currently  being  used  as  office  space  for 
Electrict  Light  Dept.,  Board  of  Welfare  and  Assessors,  as  well  as 
quarters  for  the  A,  P.  Gardner  Post,  American  Legion.  Giving 
further  consideration  to  this  building  we  find  where  it  is  possible 
to  make  use  of  still  more  space  in  the  future. 
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A  joint  session  also  was  held  with  the  Planning  Board  to 
discuss  proposed  zoning  laws  and  proposed  town  by-laws  that  are 
being  submitted  for  adoption  on  the  annual  warrant. 

The  recent  laws  permitting  the  establishment  of  a  Regional 
High  School  has  been  brought  to  our  attention.  We  have  given 
this  matter  some  study  and  have  included  an  article  in  the  annual 
warrant  for  consideration  by  the  citizens.  In  our  study  we  have 
found  that  the  state  aid  for  construction  of  a  regional  high  school 
(25%  to  55%  of  the  cost)  must  be  applied  for  prior  to  June  1951, 
it  is  imperative  that  towns  which  could  conceivably  be  participants 
name  committees  without  delay. 

You  may  be  interested  to  know  that  there  are  fifteen  groups 
of  towns  in  Massachusetts  now  making  investigations  of  regional 
high  schools.  The  possibility  of  substantial  state  aid  and  other 
far  reaching  aspects  of  the  question  are  such  that  all  tovnis, 
regardless  of  their  present  position  and  attitude  toward  a  possible 
regional  high  school,  would  be  well  advised  to  have  an  official 
investigating  committee. 

Two  Band  Concerts  and  a  picnic  for  the  children  were  held 
this  year  as  usual  with  funds  provided  by  the  Mansfield  Fund. 
Indications  are  that  in  the  future  funds  may  not  be  available  for 
two  concerts  each  year. 

Litigation  has  been  started  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  an 
effort  to  i-estrain  gravel  pit  operations  on  Kenney  Road. 

Besides  the  usual  volume  of  routine  business,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  has  had  a  busy  and  harmonious  year.  It  has  received 
the  best  of  cooperation  from  the  various  town  departments  and 
officers,  for  which  the  Board  wishes  to  thank  one  and  all.

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ELECTRIC  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  of  1948  prices  continued  to  rise,  and  apparently 
the  end  of  the  upward  trend  is  not  yet  in  sight. 

Deliveries  are  better,  but  still  are  at  from  six  to  eight  weeks. 

Due  to  Government  stockpiling  of  copper  and  steel  a  still  further 
increase  in  prices  of  these  two  essential  items  can  be  expected. 

The  year  has  been  spent  mostly  in  the  improvement  of  lines  and 
renewing  of  customers'  services.  We  believe  that  in  view  of  many 
transformer  changes  and  renewing  of  old  wire,  the  customers  as  a 
whole  are  enjoying  better  voltage. 

We  now  have  a  complete  meter  testing  equipment  and  expect 
to  make  a  check  for  accuracy  of  all  meters  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Many  outside  meters  have  been  installed,  and  more  will  be  added 
this  year.  These  are  a  great  help  to  both  the  home  owner  and  the 
meter  reader.  With  the  coming  of  Television,  we  have  found  it 
necessary  to  place  an  order  for  a  new  Radio  Fault  Locator  to  re- 
place the  15  year  old  one  which  we  now  have.  We  expect  an  April 
delivery. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  extended  the  lines  on  Locust, 
Forest  and  River  Streets. 

As  the  result  of  a  survey  of  poles  made  in  1948,  it  will  be  nec- 
essary to  change  the  following  number  of  poles.

I  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the 
year  1848. 


The  estimated  total  damage  to  all  properties  for  the  entire  year 
was  $8,200.00  which  is  by  far  the  lowest  the  Town  has  had  for  many 
years. 

Booster  brakes  were  installed  on  the  Buffalo  Apparatus  and  all 
equipment  was  overhalled. 

A  55  ft.  aluminum  ladder,  automatic  code  box,  control  unit  and 
warning  siren  was  purchased  from  Government  surplus  at  a  great 
saving. 

The  warning  siren  that  has  been  installed  in  Middleton  Square 
should  be  a  great  help  for  firemen  going  to  the  station  and  a  defin- 
ate  warning  to  pedestrians  and  motorists  that  fire  apparatus  will  be 
entering  the  Square 

The  fire  alarm  system  has  been  inspected  and  improved  and  im- 
provements, including  a  fire  alarm  box  for  the  Howe-Manning  School, 
have  been  planned  for  this  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  for  their  coopera- 
tion and  to  commend  my  oflScers  and  men  for  the  excellent  work  they 
have  done  during  the  past  year.

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TREE  REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Middleton. 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  Tree  Department  for  the  year 
1948. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  in  cleaning  up  fallen  and  broken 
limbs  from  storms  of  last  winter. 

Two  large  trees  were  taken  down  on  Maple  Street,  one  danger- 
ous and  one  to  make  room  for  a  new  street.  One  dangerous  tree 
was  taken  down  on  Peabody  Street. 

A  maple  tree  on  Lakeview  Avenue  was  blown  over  by  a  high 
wind.    This  was  straightened  and  cabled  as  it  was  a  good  tree. 

Several  dead  and  dangerous  limbs  were  removed  in  various  parts 
of  town. 

All  telephone  lines  and  some  power  lines  throughout  the  town 
were  cleared  this  year.  Considerable  work  on  trees  and  some  brush 
was  cut  through  the  cooperation  of  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  at  no  expense  to  the  town.  The  Electric  Light 
Department  also  helped  in  some  of  this  work. 

Twenty-one  new  trees  were  planted,  two  on  Washington  Street, 
one  on  Liberty  Street,  thirteen  on  Maple  Street,  and  five  on  North 
Main  Street.  These  trees  were  Norway,  Upright  and  Schedler  (Red) 
Maples.    All  were  nursery  grown. 

Scouting  was  done  in  June  for  Dutch  Elm  disease  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture.  Eight  samples  were  sent  in  for 
test  but  none  proved  to  be  Dutch  Elm.'^ 

Six  feet  was  cut  off  of  Christmas  tree  on  library  lawn  and  top 
was  re-shaped. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  members  of  all  other  departments  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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MOTH  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Middleton. 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  Moth  Department  for  the 
year  1948. 

The  underbrush  and  wild  cherry  on  all  streets  in  town  were  spray- 
ed early  for  Tent  Caterpillar. 

All  the  elm  trees  were  sprayed  twice  and  considerable  spraying 
was  done  on  private  property  where  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  infection  was 
bad. 

All  areas  were  scouted  for  gypsy  and  brown -tail  moths  last  fall. 
Some  gypsy  moths  were  found  on  Forest  and  Liberty  Streets  and 
Perkins  Road.    No  brown-tail  moths  were  found. 

It  is  hoped  to  have  money  enough  this  year  to  spray  trees  in- 
fected with  Fall  Webb  Worm  which  starts  about  the  middle  of 
August.  This  insect  and  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  are  the  worst  pests 
in  this  area  at  the  present  time.

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FIRST  ANNUAL  REPORT,  PLANNING  BOARD 

Town  of  Middleton,  Mass. 

The  Town  Planning  Board,  authorized  by  vote  of  the  Town 
on  March  11,  1947,  and  elected  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of 
March  17,  1948,  held  its  first  meeting  at  the  Town  Hall,  and 
organized  for  the  ensuing  year  as  follows:

Alton  W.  Hubbard,  Secretary

Louis  G.  Wright 
Meetings  were  held  with  the  School  Committee,  Town  Clerk, 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  Chief  of  the  Police  Department, 
the  Highway  Surveyor,  and  a  joint  meeting  with  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Finance  Committee,  Assessors  and  Town  Treasurer. 

At  the  department  meetings,  the  needs  of  each  particular 
department  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  present  facilities  and  im- 
mediate and  long  range  needs  as  to  housing  of  each  department 
were  discussed.  The  meeting  with  the  finance  group  was  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town.  It 
was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  most  pressing 
need  of  the  Town,  and  one  that  immediate  steps  should  be  taken 
to  meet  was  the  making  available  of  additional  class  room  facilities 
in  the  Howe-Manning  School  not  later  than  the  opening  of  school 
in  the  fall  of  1950.  It  was  felt  that  this  could  best  be  done  by 
converting  the  present  assembly  hall  into  two  class  rooms  and 
continuing  the  corridor  through  the  building.  It  was  felt  that 
serious  consideration  should  be  given  in  making  provisions  for 
a  new  assembly  hall,  by  the  addition  of  a  suitable  wing  to  the 
building,  of  which  the  lower  (ground  level)  section  should  be  built 
at  the  present  time.  At  some  later  period  when  construction  costs 
will  probably  be  lower,  the  upper  floor,  or  floors,  could  be  added 
as  the  need  for  additional  class  room  developed,  and  the  assembly 
hall  could  then  be  moved  to  the  second  (street  level  floor)  and 
the  lower  sections  be  used  as  an  addition  to  the  cafeteria. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  selectmen  appoint  a  building  com- 
mittee of  seven  members,  consisting  of  a  representative  of  the 
School  Committee,  the  Planning  Board,  the  Selectmen  and  four 
other  qualified  citizens  of  the  town  with  authority  to  study  this 
proposal.  After  consultation  with  such  architectural  and  construc- 
tion firms  as  the  committee  deems  necessary  to  determine  costs. 
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etc.,  they  shall  submit  to  the  town  not  later  than  September  30, 
1949,  a  definite  plan  that  will  best  meet  the  need  of  the  Town  within 
its  financial  ability.  A  sum  of  money  to  meet  the  expenses  of  this 
committee  for  such  items  as  consultation  fees,  travel,  plans,  etc., 
should  be  made  available. 

The  Planning'  Board  discussed  with  the  School  Committee  the 
present  arrangement  with  Danvers  for  high  school  pupils.  While 
it  did  not  appear  that  any  change  would  have  to  be  made  in  the 
immediate  future  it  was  deemed  imperative  that  further  study 
should  be  given  to  the  situation,  and  that  the  possibility  of  Middle- 
ton's  participation  in  a  regional  high  school  with  adjacent  towns 
having  a  similar  problem  be  investigated. 

The  Board  after  meeting  with  the  Fire,  Police  and  Highway 
departments,  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  town  will  have  to  con- 
sider suitable  quarters  for  all  three  departments  within  the  next 
two  years.  It  was  felt  that  the  present  facilities,  while  far  from 
adequate,  could  be  made  to  serve  at  least  through  the  coming 
year,  but  that  further  study  should  be  made  by  the  Planning 
Board  how  best  to  meet  the  present  housing  problems  of  these 
three  departments,  and  that  definite  recommendation  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  town  at  the  annual  meeting  of  1950. 

As  a  result  of  the  difficulty  which  developed  from  the  whole- 
sale removal  of  gravel  from  various  parts  of  the  town,  and  the 
questions  of  enforcibility  of  the  present  town  by-laws,  the  Plan- 
ning Board  has  in  consultation  with;  and  the  cooperation  of  the 
Town  Counsel  and  the  Selectmen,  reviewed  all  the  by-laws  adopted 
heretofore  by  the  town  with  the  exception  of  the  Building  Laws 
adopted  by  the  town,  March  12,  1946,  and  which  appear  to  be 
adequate.  The  proposed  by-laws  have  been  consolidated  and  sim- 
plified by  omitting  such  matters  as  are  covered  specifically  by 
State  legislation.  The  Planning  Board  is  presenting  these  to  the 
town  with  recommendation  for  immediate  adoption  as  a  step  in 
removing  any  questions  as  to  the  validity  of  the  present  by-laws. 

This  report  was  adopted  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Planning 
Board  held  January  26,  1949.

OLD  SCHOOL  BUILDING

Gentlemen: 

After  numerous  consultations  with  heating  engineers  and 
other  qualified  parties,  it  was  decided  to  abandon  plans  for  restor- 
ing the  old  coal  burning  boiler. 

Taking  into  account  the  age  of  the  boiler  (over  20  years, 
neglected  and  in  disuse  10  years),  the  risks  involved  in  under- 
taking extensive  and  costly  repairs,  conversion  from  coal  to  oil, 
with  little  assurance  of  continued  or  satisfactory  performance,  it 
was  the  judgment  of  the  committee  that  a  new  installation  was  the 
wisest  course  to  follow. 

Plans  and  specifications  were  drawn  up,  competitive  bids 
invited,  and  the  heating  and  ventilating  contract  was  awarded 
to  the  low  bidder. 

A  new  steam  boiler  (Capitol  Red  Top,  No.  B13,  capacity  3300, 
direct  radiator  load  1845),  was  installed  and  equipped  with  a 
Timken  Model  "C"  Rotary  Burner.  All  existing  radiation  was 
reconditioned  and  restored  to  active  service.  276  square  feet  of 
additional  radiation  was  installed. 

A  new  all-bronze  automatic  sump  pump  was  installed  in  the 
boiler  pit. 

This  heating  system  was  designed  to  furnish  all  heating  needs 
for  the  entire  building  and  has  already  proven  its  capacity  under 
a  variety  of  conditions  of  weather  and  occupancy. 

The  ventilating  needs  for  the  auditorium  planned  on  the 
second  floor  have  been  installed. 

The  work  remaining  to  be  done  has  to  do  largely  with  remodel- 
ing the  second  floor.  The  plans  call  for  an  auditorium,  with 
kitchen,  cloak  room,  and  toilet  facilities,  and  fireproof  stair  halls. 
This  will  require  considerable  re-plastering,  carpentry,  plumbing 
and  electrical  work,  which  is  being  undertaken  within  the  limits 
of  the  funds  available. 
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The  town  has  already  availed  itself  of  permanent  office  space 
in  the  building  for  the  Assessors  and  Welfare  departments,  in 
addition  to  the  Electric  Light  and  Veterans  occupancy.  Custodian- 
ship, limited  to  responsibility  for  the  heating  system,  has  already 
been  provided. 

It  seems  advisable  at  this  time  to  call  attention  to  the  more 
urgent  needs  for  preserving  the  exterior  surfaces  of  the  building. 

All  outside  window  sash  and  casings  were  painted  (one  coat) 
in  the  Fall  of  1947.  The  front  side  of  the  main  building  was 
painted  several  years  ago,  but  the  north,  east  and  south  outside 
surfaces  have  not  been  painted  for  many  years. 

Those  surfaces  exposed  to  the  south  are  so  badly  weathered 
that  further  delay  could  cause  permanent  damage.  All  three  sides 
should  be  painted  in  the  Spring  of  this  year. 

At  the  suggestion  of  this  committee,  two  articles  appear  in 
the  annual  meeting  warrant  for  consideration  by  the  townspeople. 
In  this  connection,  it  is  not  the  intent  or  purpose  of  this  committee 
to  influence  action  on  these  articles,  but  simply  to  provide  the 
necessary  procedure  in  the  event  such  a  course  is  considered  advis- 
able in  order  to  provide  the  additional  funds  necessary  to  com- 
pletely restore  the  building. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  additional  funds  involved  were 
originally  appropriated,  with  certain  restrictions,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  veterans  of  World  War  2,  and  further  that  the  building- 
houses  veterans'  quarters,  this  would  seem  to  be  a  question  largely 
to  be  resolved  by  them.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions.  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Middleton  for  the  period 
from  May  29,  1945,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  September 
25,  1947,  the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

An  examination  was  made  of  the  recorded  financial  trans- 
actions of  the  various  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town. 

The  town  accountant's  books  were  examined  and  compared 
with  the  records  of  the  several  departments.  The  payments,  as 
recorded  in  the  ledger,  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  war- 
rants of'  the  selectmen  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town 
funds,  and  the  receipts  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  records. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  the  ledger  accounts  and  the  appro- 
priation accounts  were  checked  to  the  town  clerk's  record  of  appro- 
priations and  loans  authorized  by  vote  of  the  town.  The  transfers 
from  the  reserve  fund  were  checked  with  the  finance  committee's 
records. 
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A  trial  balance  was  drawn  off  proving  the  ledger  accounts  to 
be  in  balance,  and  a  balance  sheet,  showing  the  financial  condition 
of  the  town  on  September  25,  1947,  was  prepared  and  is  appended 
herewith. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were  analyzed 
and  checked  with  the  records  of  departmental  payments  to  the 
treasurer  and  with  other  sources  from  which  the  town  received 
money,  while  the  recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the  select- 
men's warrants  authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds  and 
with  the  books  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  cash  balance  on  September  25,  1947  was  proved  by  recon- 
ciliation of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  furnished  by  the 
bank  of  deposit,  by  examination  of  the  savings  bank  book  and  a 
United  States  Savings  Bond  constituting  a  portion  of  the  cash, 
and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  debt  and  interest  payments  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  securities 
and  coupons  on  file. 

The  transactions  of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds  in 
the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer,  the  library  trustees,  and  the 
Naumkeag  Trust  Company  were  verified,  the  securities  and  sav- 
ings bank  books  representing  the  investment  of  these  funds  being- 
examined  and  listed. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined. 
The  additions  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  tax 
collector's  records,  the  redemptions  were  compared  with  the  treas- 
urer's cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed  and  com- 
pared with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  federal  taxes 
were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accoun- 
tant's books. 

The  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted  were  reconciled 
with  the  tax  collector's  and  the  town  accountant's  books.  The 
assessors'  warrants  for  the  commitment  of  taxes  and  motor  vehicle 
and  trailer  excise  were  examined  and  checked  to  the  detailed  lists. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitment  lists  of  polls  and  property 
taxes,  and  motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise  were  analyzed  and  the 
totals  were  proved  with  the  assessors'  warrants  authorizing  their 
collection.    The  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous 
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examination  were  also  audited,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the 
abatements,  and  the  additions  to  the  tax  title  account  being  veri- 
fied, and  the  outstanding  accounts  being  listed  and  proved. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town  for 
taxes,  excise,  or  departmental  accounts  receivable,  the  replies 
received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  receipts  on  account  of  dog  and 
sporting  licenses  issued  were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  being 
verified. 

The  records  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  including  those  of  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  of  the  police,  health,  public  wel- 
fare, school,  electric  light,  and  cemetery  departments,  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  by  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  town 
accountant's  books. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  officials  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  the  tax  col- 
lector's cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  motor  vehicle  and  trailer 
excise,  electric  light,  and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  tables 
showing  the  transactions  and  condition  of  the  trust  and  investment 
funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit,  cooperation  was  received 
from  all  town  officials,  for  which  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself  to  express  appreciation.

TO  THE  VOTERS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  MIDDLETON: 

To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Middleton: 

Your  Finance  and  Advisory  Committee  has  held  twelve  meet- 
ings with  all  of  the  various  department  heads  and  also  an  open 
meeting  with  the  voters  of  the  town  on  February  10,  1949,  for 
the  purpose  of  disc-ussing  the  budget  for  this  year.  After  con- 
siderable open  discussion  and  individual  investigation  into  all  of 
the  budget  requests,  we  have  arrived  at  the  following  set  of  recom- 
mendations. 

Specifically;  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board, 
Article  3,  we  believe  that  immediate  action  should  be  taken  to 
appoint  a  committee  charged  with  the  duty  of  investigating  the 
cost,  etc.,  of  changing  the  present  assembly  hall  at  the  Howe- 
Manning  School  into  suitable  class  rooms.  This  work  to  follow 
the  plans  and  specifications  already  in  existence. 

Under  Article  9,  the  sum  of  $492.80  referred  to  is  a  debt  which 
unfortunately  must  be  paid  now.  At  the  time  of  purchase  of  the 
new  Police  car,  the  Finance  Committee  transferred  the  sum  of 
$1,224.88  toward  payment  of  this  car;  we  were  unaware  at  that 
time  of  the  existence  of  this  unpaid  bill. 

The  rest  of  this  report  w^e  believe  is  self-explanatory,  but 
again  as  in  years  past,  we  would  like  to  remind  you  that  it  is  the 
duty  and  privilege  of  each  voter  to  follow  closely  all  recommen- 
dations and  expenditures.  By  this  procedure  we  can  to  a  great 
extent  regulate  our  taxes. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  various  department 
heads  for  their  cooperation  in  discussing  their  budget  requests.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,000  for  Chapter  90  Maintenance;  said 
funds  to  be  used  with  any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by 
the  State  for  this  purpose. 

Recommended  favorable  action  be  taken. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $4,800  for  Chapter  81  Highway  work;  such 
money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  any  money  allotted  by 
the  State  for  this  purpose. 

Recommended  favorable  action  be  taken. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $492.80  for  deficit  in  the  Police  Department 
expenses  for  the  year  1948,  as  follows.  Rental  of  Automobile 
$452.80.    Storage  and  towing  $40.00. 

Recommended  the  sum  of  $492.80  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated to  pay  the  1948  bill  incurred  by  the  Police  Department. 
Note!  A  four-fifth  vote  is  necessary  to  pay  this  bill. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  amount 
of  $495.76  from  the  Dog  Tax  account  to  the  Library  Fund. 

Recommended  this  Article  be  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of 
Assessors  to  use  such  free  cash  in  the  Treasury  as  they,  in 
their  best  judgment  feel  is  warranted,  and  is  approved  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  for  the  purpose 
of  reducing  the  tax  rate. 

Recommended  favorable  action  be  taken. 
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ARTICLE  12.  On  petition  of  the  Highway  Surveyor  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  Highway  Sur- 
veyor by  the  sum  of  $14.00  per  week  during  the  fiscal  year 
because  of  increased  cost  of  living.  This  additional  amount 
to  be  paid  from  available  highway  funds.

On  petition  of  Guy  E.  Evans  and  nineteen  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  an  amount  of  money  to 
purchase  land  along  Forest  Street  near  the  North  Reading 
line  to  be  used  as  a  playground  for  children. 

Recommend  that  the  Planning  Board  be  instructed  to 
investigate  the  need  of  additional  playground  facilities,  and 
to  report  their  findings  at  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  16.  On  petition  of  Lillian  M.  Dow  and  nineteen  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  improve,  gravel  and  widen 
Locust  Street  from  East  Street  to  the  Danvers  line,  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $2,000  for  the  same. 

Not  recommended. 
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ARTICLE  17.  On  petition  of  Lena  C.  Fox  and  fifteen  others  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  remove 
one  side  of  the  stone  abutment  of  the  old  railroad  track  and 
g-ravel  in  the  low  area  on  Oak  Road. 

Recommend  that  the  Planning  Board  be  instructed  to  in- 
vestigate the  possibility  of  any  action  on  this  Article.  Note! 
Oak  Road  has  not  been  accepted  by  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  18.  On  petition  of  Elmer  L.  Mclntire  and  twenty  others 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,505.90  for 
road  work  on  Riverview  Drive.  To  consist  of  ledge  and  loam 
removal  and  gravel  fill. 

Recommend  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  be  raised  and  appropri- 
ated for  highway  work  to  be  done  on  the  accepted  portion  of 
Riverview  Drive.  This  work  to  be  done  by  the  Highway 
Department. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  action 
taken  under  Article  21  of  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  March 
1946  appropriating  the  sum  of  $2,000  for  a  veterans'  home- 
coming celebration. 

Recommend  that  all  action  taken  be  rescinded  on  Article 
21  of  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  1946. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000  for  the  Old  School  Building  alterations  fund.

SCHOOL  REPORT 


SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee 
Mesdames  and  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  below  my  twenty-fifth  annual 
report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  this  town.  In  that  period 
I  have  helped  guide  the  growth  of  the  school  system  from  a  com- 
fortably filled  four  room  wooden  structure  to  an  overcrowded  eight 
room  modern  schoolhouse.  I  have  seen  seventeen  classes  enter  and 
finish  the  eight  grades  and  can  see  in  the  classrooms  today  the 
children  of  many  whom  I  knew  formerly  as  pupils.  Such  an  ex- 
perience gives  an  insight  into  local  characteristics  which  is  price- 
less in  evaluating  the  elements  of  problems  which  arise  in  con- 
nection with  the  school  department. 

Public  school  teachers,  supervisors  and  superintendents  occupy 
a  most  unusual  position  in  comparison  with  other  professionals. 
Theirs  is  the  only  profession  in  which  the  practitioner  is  not  per- 
mitted to  know  his  job  better  than  the  general  public.  A  doctor, 
lawyer,  priest  or  dentist  renders  judgment  on  a  case  and  nobody 
presumes  to  question  it.  The  probable  answer  is  that  the  educa- 
tional profession  is,  except  for  private  schools,  supported  by  taxa- 
tion and  therefore  regarded  in  the  light  of  servants  of  the  public. 
As  long  as  this  attitude  persists  we  cannot  expect  young  people 
to  enter  this  most  important  profession. 

More  and  more  candidates  for  teaching  must  be  prepared  by 
our  teacher  training  institutions  or  schools  are  going  to  be  closed 
in  many  places.  If  we  have  more  teachers  we  will  need  more 
rooms  in  many  communities.  Below  I  introduce  two  quotations 
which  will  bear  more  weight  than  my  own  words. 

Dr.  John  R.  Steelman,  speaking  before  the  Southern  Governors' 
Conference  at  Savannah,  Georgia,  on  December  13,  1948,  said  in 
part: 

''Our  children  are  facing  a  tremendously  complex  world.  Seri- 
ous economic  and  social  problems  inside  and  outside  our  country 
require  solution.  The  best  possible  training  and  education  will 
be  needed  to  enable  them  to  achieve  peace  and  happiness. 

*'At  the  present  time  we  are  having  an  extraordinary  increase 
in  the  number  of  children  reaching  school  age,  as  the  result  of  the 
high  birth  rate  in  recent  years. 
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*'Two  other  major  difficulties  facing  elementary  and  secondary 
education  need  to  be  considered  by  both  federal  and  state  govern- 
ments. One  is  the  problem  of  attracting  and  holding  enough  com- 
petent teachers.  The  other  is  the  question  of  replacement  and  new 
construction  of  school  buildings. 

"Both  of  these  problems  force  us  to  face  the  hard  facts  of 
government  finance.  To  recruit  more  and  better  teachers,  we  must 
pay  them  salaries  that  come  somewhere  near  meeting  the  competi- 
tion of  jobs  in  private  industry  and  in  other  types  of  government 
service.  To  repair  and  build  schools  requires  a  heavy  investment 
of  funds  particularly  in  view  of  the  present  high  construction  and 
maintenance  costs." 

From  the  December  17th  issue  of  the  NEA  News,  a  publication 
of  the  National  Educational  Association,  the  following  is  quoted: 

"Leading  citizens^  newspapers,  magazines,  and  radio  stations 
began  about  1945  to  inform  the  American  people  of  the  school 
crisis.  Their  activities  and  those  of  teachers'  associations  and 
parents  groups  produced  significant  state  legislative  action  in  1946, 
1947  and  1948.  Many  communities  voted  increased  revenues,  re- 
moved tax  limitations,  and  improved  the  assessment  of  property. 

"While  these  increases  in  school  revenues  and  other  school  im- 
provements were  often  remarkable  achievements,  their  effective- 
ness in  removing  long-standing  deficits  have  been  impaired  be- 
cause: (1)  they  came  after  great  damage  had  taken  place  in  the 
public  schools;  (2)  they  did  not  take  into  account  the  lag,  during 
the  war  years,  in  normal  maintenance  and  purchasing  of  buildings 
and  equipment;  and  (3)  they  did  not  provide  for  the  potential  in- 
crease in  school  enrollments;  and  (4)  they  did  not  offset  the  de- 
clining purchasing  power  of  the  dollar. 

"It  is  a  serious  problem  to  consider  what  the  situation  will 
be  in  most  states  when  the  present  high  level  of  elementary-school 
enrollments  reaches  the  secondary  schools.  Frantic  efforts  today, 
and  in  the  next  few  years,  to  meet  the  elementary-school  situation 
may  make  it  virtually  impossible  for  local-school  districts  to 
anticipate  the  building  needs  of  secondary  schools,  which  will  be- 
come increasingly  acute  about  1960." 

One  paragraph  from  the  Kiplinger  Letter,  a  weekly  publica- 
tion for  business  men,  says: 

"This  community  may  be  underestimating  the  future  school 
load,  especially  in  1st  to  8th  grades.    Most  communities  are  under- 
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estimating',  because  they  don't  quite  look  the  birth  rate  full  in 
the  face.  Take  a  fresh  look  at  the  birth  rate  —  in  the  past  — 
and  now.  Normal  birth  rate  prewar  was  about  18  —  that  many 
babies  born  per  1000  of  population  —  except  depression  years,  when 
fewer  were  born.  Then  war  —  more  marriages,  more  births  and 
step  up  in  the  rate  to  20,  21  per  1000  and  there  the  birth  rate 
hovered  through  the  war.  Then  peace  again,  and  the  men  came 
home,  and  the  rate  shot  up  —  in  1946  to  23.3  —  in  1947  to  26.2. 
So  last  year,  1947,  was  all-time  high.  This  year,  24  estimated  — 
lower  than  last  year,  but  still  high.  Next  year,  21  estimated  — 
lower  than  this  year,  but  still  high.  See  the  wave  of  babies  — 
1941  through  1946  —  the  wave  of  the  40's.  As  the  years  pass, 
this  wave  will  roll  along  through  the  grade  schools,  then  the  high 
schools,  then  the  colleges  —  and  out  into  working  life.  It  is  sta- 
tistical —  no  guess  work  about  it." 

Middleton  is  definitely  faced  with  this  common  problem.  We 
need  more  rooms  to  carry  on  our  work  satisfactorily  now.  The 
future  here  will  be  no  diiferent  from  that  throughout  the  nation. 
No  better  evidence  is  needed  than  the  number  in  the  present  first 
three  grades.  We  can  expect  a  large  entering  class  next  fall  and 
for  several  years  in  the  future.  This  takes  no  account  of  what 
may  happen  in  the  movement  of  pupils  from  other  communities. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  teachers  and  of  school  rooms 
means  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  schools.  Most  communities  are 
already  feeling  the  pressure  of  increases  in  taxation  already.  In 
small  towns  this  burden  is  usually  carried  by  the  real  estate  tax. 
In  time  this  burden  will  become  unbearable.  In  recognition  of 
this  fact  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  passed  an  amendment 
to  Chapter  70  of  the  General  Laws  Relating  to  Education  known 
as  Chapter  643  of  the  Acts  of  1948. 

Section  I  of  this  act  states  its  purpose,  'To  promote  the 
equalization  of  educational  opportunity  in  public  schools  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  equalization  of  the  burden  of  the  cost  of 
schools  to  the  respective  towns,  the  state  treasurer  shall  pay  an- 
nually to  the  several  towns  sums  as  provided  in  this  chapter,  which 
sums  shall  be  known  as  school  aid." 

Distribution  of  this  aid  is  based  on  a  formula  as  follows: 
Number  of  children  between  7  and  16  years  x  $130.00 
Less  $6  per  $1000  of  equalized  valuation 
50%  of  this  difference  is  paid  into  general  treasury. 
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For  Middleton  this  works  out  as  follows: 

Children  7  to  16  —  345  x  $130   $44,850.00 

.006  X  $2,430,234    14,598.13 


Difference  $30,251.87 

50%  of  above   $15,125.93 


In  many  towns  the  major  part  of  this  sum  would  be  additional 
revenue,  but  in  Middleton  the  increase  over  reimbursements  in 
previous  years  is  not  great.  The  reason  for  this  is  the  fact  that 
this  town  was  already  receiving  much  more  money  in  reimburse- 
ments than  most.    Last  year  these  receipts  were  approximately 


as  follows: 

Pt.  I  —  Income  tax  on  a/c  of  teachers   $  2,896.00 

Pt.  II  —  General  School  Fund    1,042.44 

High  School  Tuition    7,540.00 


Total   $11,478.44 

The  net  increase  to  the  town  is 

Ch.  70  payable  November  1949   $15,125.93 

Receipts  1948    11,478.44 


Net  gain   $  3,647.49 


These  figures  do  not  include  the  reimbursement  for  transpor- 
tation. This  amount  comes  from  another  chapter  in  the  laws. 
Last  year  it  should  have  been  about  $1783  and  for  the  school  year 
1948-1949  it  will  not  be  greatly  different. 

THE  SCHOOL  CALENDAR 

Our  customary  method  of  dividing  the  school  year  into  periods 
which  seemed  best  suited  to  the  physical  stamina  of  the  pupils 
and  the  nervous  welfare  of  teachers  has  been  completely  upset  in 
an  endeavor  to  keep  in  line  with  the  vacation  periods  set  for  the 
Danvers  schools.  This  was  done  to  reduce  the  hardship  on  mothers 
who  have  children  in  both  high  and  elementary  schools  as  well  as 
to  accommodate  the  holder  of  the  school  bus  contract.  The  calen- 
dar as  printed  in  this  report  is  subject  to  the  whim  of  the  Danvers 
system.  The  advisability  of  two  long  terms  in  succession  is  open 
to  question. 

ENROLLMENT 

A  comparison  of  enrollment  figures  for  last  year's  report  with 
those  in  this  current  issue  are  deceptive  if  not  analyzed.  The  total 
enrollment  last  year  on  October  1  was  326  while  this  year  on  that 
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same  date  there  were  but  320.  The  cause  of  this  loss  lies  in  the 
difference  in  membership  of  the  eighth  grades  in  these  two  years. 
Last  year  there  were  two  divisions  of  the  eighth  grade  which  to- 
taled 51  pupils.  This  year  there  are  but  28  in  this  grade.  Leaving 
this  grade  out  of  consideration  there  has  been  an  actual  increase 
in  numbers  this  year.  For  example,  in  the  first  four  grades  this 
year  there  are  12  more  pupils  than  at  the  same  time  last  year. 
This  is  the  beginning  of  the  wave  mentioned  earlier  in  the  report 
as  resulting  from  the  increased  birth  rate.  This  will  continue  for 
two  or  three  years  more.  This  means  that  the  wave  which  has 
already  started  will  roll  up  through  the  grades  until  we  shall  have 
classes  of  from  forty-five  to  fifty  pupils  on  each  grade  level.  In 
this  present  building  such  classes  cannot  be  seated  legally,  to  say 
nothing-  of  being  taught  efficiently.  The  solution  to  the  problem 
is  naturally  increased  accommodations.  To  use  a  hackneyed  phrase 
of  current  popularity,  "time  is  of  the  essence"  —  we  can't  delay 
too  long,  if  at  all.  More  rooms  are-  needed  at  once.  It  takes  time 
to  build  them,  not  to  mention  the  even  greater  time  required  to 
get  the  sanction  of  the  voters  to  proceed. 

HOW  MUCH  MORE  ROOM? 

The  Howe-Manning  school  as  it  now  stands  was  constructed 
to  accommodate  315  pupils  in  nine  rooms  of  35  each.  This  is  their 
maximum  legal  seating  capacity.  For  best  results,  however,  no 
class  should  exceed  30,  and  in  the  first  grades  25  should  be  the 
maximum.  On  this  basis  there  is  a  surplus  school  population  of 
60,  enough  to  form  two  good  classes.  Moreover,  the  building  was 
planned  to  provide  indoor  play  space  for  children  on  stormy  days. 
This  room  is  now  the  cafeteria,  a  very  necessary  adjunct  to  any 
school  where  so  many  children  are  dependent  upon  transportation. 
This  same  room  might  have  served  as  an  area  for  indoor  physical 
education  had  it  remained  available.  Any  plan  for  building  should 
consider  this  need.  There  will  also  be  need,  as  the  school  grows  in 
numbers,  for  room  for  the  special  class  or  classes.  Such  classes 
cannot  number  more  than  eighteen,  but  space  must  be  allowed 
for  the  various  types  of  manual  arts  apparatus  such  as  benches, 
looms,  sewing  machines  and  the  like.  With  proper  planning  these 
rooms  might  well  be  used  for  training  in  manual  arts  in  the  regular 
classes,  especially  in  the  upper  grades. 

As  stated  above  we  could  now  use  two  more  rooms.  This  does 
not  tell  the  whole  story  for  that  time  when  there  will  be  forty-five 
or  more  pupils  in  every  grade.  Then  the  probable  needs  will  be 
for  at  least  100  more  seats.  This  means  at  least,  three  more 
rooms.    This  added  to  the  two  already  showed  as  the  desirable 
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condition  would  mean  five  moi'e  classrooms.  These  would  be  for 
regular  classes  only.  Such  a  building-  project  would  not  be  a 
matter  of  adding-  several  more  classrooms.  Consideration  should 
be  given  at  the  same  time  for  a  ground  floor  combined  gymnasium 
and  auditorium  which  could  be  entered  without  passing  through 
the  main  school  building. 

THE  TEACHER  PROBLEM 

As  indicated  in  an  earlier  paragraph,  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  classrooms  will  mean  an  increase  in  the  number  of  teachers 
required.  Unless  conditions  change  remarkably  within  the  next 
two  years  it  will  be  very  difficult  for  us  to  secure  teachers  at  the 
present  salary  rate  for  the  first  year  of  our  schedule.  I  am  told 
that  the  majority  of  the  graduates  from  the  teachers'  colleges  this 
year  are  being  offered  $2400  and  more  in  neighboring  states.  We 
know  also  that  several  of  the  present  staff  are  well  up  on  the 
eligibility  lists  of  neighboring  cities. 

The  teacher  turnover  during-  the  year  was  over  33%.  In  any 
business  the  loss  of  a  third  of  the  key  men  in  the  organization 
would  be  considered  disastrous.  We  take  it  in  stride.  It  is  no 
easy  task  for  the  school  authorities  to  fill  these  vacancies  because 
of  the  competition  of  the  cities  and  rich  towns.  Our  only  salva- 
tion is  to  meet  this  competition.  It  is  vain  to  believe  that  teacher 
costs  will  ever  return  to  anything  like  the  low  level  of  a  few  years 
ago.  One  can  readily  sympathize  with  the  owner  of  real  estate  in 
his  w^onder  as  to  where  all  of  the  money  is  coming  from.  He 
cannot  bear  much  more  tax  burden. 

Perhaps  the  answer  to  this  situation  lies  in  a  new  bill  now 
in  the  Great  and  General  Court  known  as  House  130.  This  bill 
would  provide  new  and  additional  aid  to  needy  towns.  By  its  pro- 
visions Middleton  would  receive  $16,000  from  the  state  treasury 
for  aid  to  education.  This  bill  may  be  worthy  of  active  local 
support. 

CONCLUSION 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
members  of  the  teaching  staff  and  of  the  School  Committee  who 
have  cooperated  in  the  endeavor  to  maintain  the  excellent  standing 
and  standards  which  have  always  been  characteristic  of  our  school 
system.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  School  Committee  of  Middleton  wishes  to  submit  its  an- 
nual report  to  the  citizens  and  taxpayers. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  lower  grades  pupil 
enrollment  this  year  and  now,  although  the  new  school  is  but  twelve 
years  old,  we  are  at  the  present  time  experiencing  an  overcrowded 
situation.  Additional  class  rooms  added  to  our  present  building 
would  alleviate  this  condition  but  this  solution  would  incur  tre- 
mendous expense  to  the  taxpayers  and  would  take  considerable 
time  to  accomplish.  Until  more  room  is  available  the  classes  will 
necessarily  be  large  ones  with  little  chance  for  individual  instruc- 
tion. 

It  has  been  the  desire  of  the  committee  to  secure  the  best 
teachers  possible  to  guide  and  teach  our  young  members  of  the 
community.  The  past  year,  Miss  Mary  Morgan  of  Salem,  Miss 
Marie  Flathers  of  Lawrence  and  Mrs.  Camille  Lacey  of  Andover 
have  become  faculty  members.  They  have  all  come  to  us  excel- 
lently prepared  and  with  fine  credentials. 

The  present  staff  of  teachers  has  willingly  carried  on  the 
Physical  Training  program  to  the  best  of  their  ability  since  it 
was  impossible  to  secure  a  Supervisor  of  Physical  Education  for 
such  a  limited  period.  We,  as  a  committee,  feel  that  resuming 
the  manual  training  course  that  was  discontinued  when  the  classes 
moved  to  the  new  building,  would  be  most  beneficial  to  the  boys 
of  the  upper  classes.  We  hope  some  arrangements  may  be  made 
to  accomplish  this  project. 

High  School  tuition  has  advanced  from  $152.30  to  $172.18 
per  student.  This  increase  of  $19.88  per  pupil  with  approximately 
one  hundred  twenty  students  attending  Danvers  High,  adds  a  con- 
siderable amount  to  our  present  budget. 

The  policy  has  always  been  to  have  adequate  supplies  and 
books  available  to  maintain  the  high  standard  of  the  school  system. 
We  delegate  this  task  to  Mr.  Bean,  who  has  always  been  prudent 
and  economical  in  his  purchases. 

The  students  have  derived  many  benefits  from  the  Visual  Edu- 
cation Program  carried  on  in  the  school  this  year.  Much  of  the 
equipment  needed  to  carry  on  this  program  was  financed  through 
the  efforts  and  generosity  of  the  children  and  teachers. 
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We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Bean,  our  Superintendent;  Miss  Mann- 
ing, our  Principal,  and  the  teachers  for  their  loyal  cooperative 
spirit  and  extend  to  them  our  sincere  appreciation. 

To  Mr.  Clinch,  may  we  also  extend  our  sincere  thanks  for  his 
devotion  to  his  work  and  for  the  many  tasks  he  has  undertaken, 
to  curtail  expenses  for  the  school.

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PRINCIPAL  S  REPORT 


Middleton,  Mass. 
February  15,  1949 

To  the  Superintendent  and 
Members  of  the  School  Committee 
Mesdames  and  Gentlemen: 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  submit  a  report  for  the 
year. 

Attendance  still  seems  to  be  a  serious  problem  in  our  building. 
Continued  irregular  attendance  can  result  in  nothing  else  but  lack 
of  interest,  low  grades  and  failures.  It  is  possible  for  a  pupil  to 
make  up  an  absence  of  a  week  or  two  more  easily  than  day  by 
day  absences,  for,  in  the  latter  case^  connection  with  daily  class 
progress  and  discussion  is  lost.  This  is  difficult  to  make  up  even 
if  the  child  shows  an  inclination  to  give  of  his  own  time  outside 
for  that  purpose. 

Much  retardation  may  be  traced  to  poor  attendance,  whether 
caused  by  reasons  excusable  or  not.  Many  absences  could  and 
should  be  avoided.  Careful  consideration  of  this  and  supervision 
in  the  home  would  help  remedy  this  matter. 

As  grade  distribution  has  changed  this  year  it  was  found 
necessary  to  move  Grade  IV  to  the  top  floor  for  the  first  time 
since  this  building  has  been  in  use.  A  combination  of  Grades  I 
and  II  was  placed  in  that  room  under  Miss  Jean  Shinnick,  who 
wished  a  transfer  from  upper  grade  teaching.  At  present  it  ap- 
pears there  will  be  a  combination  of  grades  in  lower  classes  for 
some  time. 

Our  school  registration  is  continually  changing  and  this  pre- 
sents another  serious  problem.  Pupils  enter  from  other  school 
systems  whose  courses  of  study  vary  and  it  is  necessary  new 
pupils  be  adjusted  to  ours.  Our  classes  of  late  years  and  now 
are  too  large  to  allow  much  time  for  individual  help  in  school, 
and  as  over  two-thirds  of  our  registration  are  transported,  there 
is  not  much  opportunity  for  outside  assistance. 

Achievement  tests  were  given  in  the  spring  to  the  upper 
grades  and  teachers  find  them  of  much  assistance  in  judging  ability 
and  accomplishment  of  pupils. 

Reading  Readiness  Tests  were  given  to  all  those  who  entered 
Grade  I  in  September.  Great  variation  in  the  results  proved  their 
worth  in  placing  the  children  in  suitable  groups  or  divisions. 
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Visual  Education  has,  as  last  year,  been  a  definite  aid.  Our 
contract  with  the  Visual  Education,  Inc.,  Boston,  has  ended,  but 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  continue  these  classes  through  use  of  more 
free  films  and  school  financing. 

Social  Studies  and  Health  have  been  the  basis  of  our  films. 
The  latter  subject  is  often  camouflaged  to  secure  interest  and 
emphasis.  We  have  been  amazed  at  the  information  obtained  and 
retained  by  the  children,  in  lower  grades  especially,  from  science 
and  industrial  films. 

The  slides  and  film  strips  used  in  the  new  V.S.E.  projector 
are  valuable  aids  too,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  use  them  in 
class  rooms,  as  we  planned,  on  account  of  lack  of  black  or  dark 
curtains.  We  hope  to  remedy  this  soon  by  earning  some  dark 
supplementary  overdrapes  adjustable  to  any  room. 

Science  in  general  form  has  become  a  regular  subject  in  the 
grades.  Two  years  ago,  two  sets  of  books  were  purchased  and 
placed  in  upper  grades,  each  a  grade  ahead  of  the  assigned  level 
that  they  might  serve  more  classes.  Since  then,  those  have  been 
placed  in  proper  grades  and  sets  bought  to  fill  out.  Grade  VIII 
has  been  supplied  very  recently  as  have  several  lower  grades.  The 
response  of  the  pupils  shows  their  value. 

All  teachers  attended,  in  the  fall,  an  afternoon  Science  meet- 
ing at  Boston  University  School  of  Education,  where  the  attendance 
from  school  systems  all  over  Massachusetts  testified  to  the  interest 
in  this  subject  as  a  part  of  our  grade  school  curriculum.  We  found 
the  extensive  and  instructive  exhibit  very  interesting  and  worth- 
while, also. 

Projects,  whether  simple  or  complicated,  are  always  especially 
valuable  in  creating  interest  and  pupil  cooperation.  Several,  this 
year,  have  been  noteworthy,  although  all  did  not  arrive  at  full 
completion,  such  as  the  Grade  II  fire  truck. 

In  my  estimation,  in  a  school  community,  its  citizens  must 
participate  in  as  many  phases  of  life  there  as  possible,  incidentally 
learning  those  lessons  needed  in  citizenship  in  the  larger  and 
complex  community  life. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  most  sincerely  my  appreciation 
of  the  assistance,  cooperation  and  loyalty  of  the  School  Committee, 
our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Bean,  and  the  teachers  and  supervisors.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

The  Nursing  service  during-  the  year  included  the  following 
services : 

All  the  children  are  given  a  physical  examination  by  Dr. 
Rogers.  Notices  were  sent  home  to  the  parents  describing  defects 
needing  correction  and  follow-up  work  done  to  try  to  make  sure 
correction  is  obtained. 

The  students  were  weighed  and  measured  semi-annually  and 
notices  sent  home  to  parents.  Massachusetts  Vision  Test  kit  was 
used  in  Grades  1,  4  and  8  and  any  other  children  were  tested  that 
were  reported  by  the  teachers.  The  parents  were  notified  of  any 
cases  of  defective  vision. 

We  will  use  the  Audiometer  to  test  hearing  as  soon  as  the 
State  releases  the  machine. 

Patch  testing  for  T.B.  will  begin  in  March.  Any  student 
with  a  positive  reaction  will  be  X-rayed. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  Dr.  Connolly  of  Danvers  conduct 
our  dental  clinic  again.  All  the  children's  teeth  were  examined 
and  notices  sent  parents  of  condition  of  teeth.  As  many  children 
as  possible  were  treated.    This  included  extractions  and  fillings. 

With  parental  permission  Dr.  Rogers  immunized  many  chil- 
dren against  diphtheria. 

We  have  had  less  trouble  with  Pidiculosis  after  constant  exam- 
inations and  exclusion  of  children  in  the  beginning  of  the  school 
year.  Only  by  careful  checking  and  supervision  can  we  manage 
to  keep  the  children  free  of  this  condition. 

The  Nurse  appreciates  the  fine  help  and  cooperation  shown 
by  Miss  Manning  and  all  the  teachers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 


This  past  year  there  has  been  more  interest  in  Arts  and  Crafts 
throughout  the  United  States  than  for  some  years.  One  reads  of 
classes  in  oil  and  watercolor  painting,  tray  painting,  furniture 
refinishing-  and  decorating  and  many  other  phases  of  painting, 
crafts  and  handwork.  School  Art  programs  are  stimulated  by  this 
and  there  is  an  opportunity  to  make  the  work  more  varied. 

Any  form  of  handwork  which  is  to  be  "good,"  must  necessarily 
be  built  on  a  firm  foundation  knowledge  of  color,  drawing  and 
design. 

The  program  in  your  Middleton  schools  is  planned  to  supply 
that  background. 

During  the  first  months  of  the  school  year,  fundamentals  of 
good  drawing  and  design  are  taught  and  reviewed.  As  the  year 
progresses  we  apply  these  fundamentals  to  seasonal  projects. 
Christmas  windows  and  decorations  and  simple  cards  and  gifts 
are  made. 

Figure  drawing  and  illustration  are  most  important  sections 
of  our  Art  classes.  From  the  smallest  first  grader  to  the  most 
advanced  eighth  grade  student,  the  children  are  taught  to  plan 
illustrations.  Often,  these  illustrations  are  coordinated  with  other 
school  subjects. 

The  entire  Art  program  is  planned  for  the  average  child  in 
order  that  each  child,  whatever  degree  of  talent  he  possesses,  re- 
ceives the  same  measure  of  my  attention. 

As  always,  in  closing  my  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  grati- 
tude to  all  of  the  teachers  and  to  Mr.  Bean  for  their  unfailing 
cooperation  and  interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
Members  of  the  School  Committee: 

My  main  objective  in  teaching  public  school  music  is  to  enrich 
the  lives  of  the  children  with  pleasant  and  happy  musical  experi- 
ences, both  by  increasing"  their  repertory  of  songs,  and  by  increas- 
ing their  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of  music.  With  this  in 
mind,  books  were  purchased  for  two  grades,  thereby  giving  com- 
plete uniformity  to  the  system  of  music  education  in  the  class- 
room. From  these,  seasonal  songs  are  taught  containing  musical 
problems  relating  to  time,  tone,  and  theory.  These  are  presented 
at  the  rate  of  one  a  month  with  subsequent  drill. 

A  chorus  selected  from  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  pre- 
sented the  Christmas  entertainment  for  the  Parent-Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation and  was  well  received.  The  seventh  and  eighth  grades  are 
now  meeting  regularly  as  a  chorus  and  the  work  is  progressing 
very  well. 

All  musical  instruments  owned  by  the  school  are  now  in 
the  hands  of  pupils  interested  in  playing  them  and  under  the 
able  and  efficient  teaching  of  Mr.  Julius  Woessner,  all  are  pro- 
gressing toward  the  goal  of  participation  in  orchestra  work.  I 
sincerely  hope  that  with  parental  cooperation  we  may  see  a  bigger 
and  better  orchestra  and  eventually  a  school  band. 

I  have  enjoyed  and  appreciate  the  willing  cooperation  of  the 
school  principal,  Miss  Manning,  and  that  of  all  the  teachers  with 
whom  I  am  working. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Bean,  and  all 
persons  in  any  way  connected  with  my  work  for  the  splendid 
cooperation  which  I  have  received.
